I I for additional information, Mr, Wisner said in this 

particular series CIA was only acting "as a messanger boy" and 
these cables did not as a ganeral rule contain information of 
intelligence value, but rather matters of policy outside the 
competence of this Agency. This, Mr. Wisner remarked, was the 
reason why it was most desirable to limit their distribution 
to an absolute minimum. Mr, Sheldon said this being the case, 
he saw no reason for himself or any of his people to receive 
copies of the cables in question. The Director noted that in 
any event, if distribution was made on these cables to the 
DD/I area it should be limited to Messrs. Amory and Sheldon.
